Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus-

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 
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(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.

103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 


(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, on good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 
1034 inches by 7% inches. There shall 
be a marginal number every fifth line of 
each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters. 


In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time.

Preamble—Numerous alternatives have 
been proposed for improvements to Pen- 
ticton’s Water Quality Control Centre and 
its wastewater disposal procedures. Con- 
cerns have been expressed about the im- 
pact of each alternative on the environ- 
ment. These concerns are stated in a 
variety of documents that have been ex- 
amined in the course of this review effort. 
The concerns can be grouped into three 
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categories—health, fisheries, and limnol- 
ogy. 

Each of these concerns calls attention 
to an important environmental impact 
that must be considered in the selection 
of an alternative and in the design of the 
facilities. It is the opinion of the City of 
Penticton that design of the selected facill- 
ties in accordance with the primary ob- 
jectives (AA objectives) of the Pollution 
Control Branch will adequately overcome 
the aforementioned concerns. Also, be- 
cause the objectives are not specific 
enough for some parameters in surface 
Water discharge, the design of the ex- 
panded Water Quality Centre will include 
the following standards for receiving 
Waters: Un-ionized ammonia concentra- 
tion, less than 0.02 mg/I; chlorine concen- 
tration, less than 0.002 mg/I. 

The Okanagan Basin Water Study rec- 
ommended a phosphorus removal of 80 
per cent, but the City of Penticton will 
be designing for a 90 per cent removal. 

A summary of wasteloads, treatment 
requirements, and costs of the various 
alternatives was submitted for review by 
Government regulatory agencies con- 
cerned with pollution control. The Pen- 
ticton City Council analysed the alterna- 
tives and a number of variations. Criteria 
considered included (1) protection of 
health; (2) protection of aquatic life; (3) 
protection of lake quality; (4) cost; (5) 
reliability of the system; (6) ability to 
implement the plan. 

Based on this analysis, treatment and 
direct discharge to Skaha Lake was se- 
lected as the most desirable plan. 


The selected plan will include secon- 
dary treatment, phosphorus removal, and 
chlorine disinfection. Treated effluent will 
be discharged into Skaha Lake through 
an outfall diffuser at a depth of 100 feet, 
at a location over 2,000 feet from the 
north shore of the lake. 


Upon the issuance of a new permit the 
present permit for the discharge of 
1,800,000 gallons per day into the Okana- 
gan River Channel will be withdrawn.
